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Contents are described as merely "Memoranda of phooe/converoationo and personal intflr- 
views* with those listed. It seems to represent a selection that might apnear to ba 
adequate without analysis and in the certainty of no internal review while alBo showing 
aosao obvious avoidances. Examples range from the only alleged eye^witnesB, Stephens, to 
me, the defense investigator, neither spoken to in any way of means. (They delayed 
phoning to Lesar until the knew they were out of time, 1?/l2/76. They spoke to no 
other Ray lawyer of any period. They did not speak to all the Ms involved, examples of 
omissions including Dusty Rhodes and Clyde Mason, to any of the people who handled the 
interception and oopying of Ray's correspondence. Including that with his defense, and 
this avoided Sheriff's Inspector Billy J. Smith, who was also in charge of Ray's security, 
as well as Hutchison, Carle's associate DA Investigator, whose name is in court records 
in this. Their selection of witnesses is selective in other ways, including C^nipe but 
net lowers, MoCraw or anyone else whose evidence is not what officials want. Not even 
the PHI ballistics people or othe, lab people or the medical examiner. In abort it is 
not s list that questions the work of tbs FBI. It is a list designed not to raise any 
ouch questions and to make whitewashing and covering up by omission much easier.

"because Hedditt was detailed to provide security for Dr. '“ing." quoted attributed to X 
Crumby by Walker.Then, Walker’s words," Chief u rumby mentioned that *k “additt and some one 
alee had recently requested the same Information." 

Ihe 7/6/76 interview with Vernon Dollahite is unsigned and like that of C anipo of the n xt 
day is double-spaced. It ia longer than most and essentially what ia in the FBI reports.
